And do not the pages of inspiration, most 
olainly teach, that all the children of men partake of one 
nature? * For all flesh is as grass, and all the glory of 
nan as the flower of the grass.” And again, * God bas 
made of one blood, ail nations of men, that dwell on all 

‘face of the earth.” Though the pride and vanity of 
. disordered imagination may raise some men to those 
Jjddy heights, and castles in the air, from which they may 
seem to look down ona portion of the human race, as 
iufinitely beneath them in point of natural dignity, we 
are certified both from history, observation and revelation, 
that all are creatures of a day, liable “to the thousand 
natural shocks that flesh is heir to,” all hound to “the un- 
liscovered country, from whose bourne no_ traveller 
returns.”

2dly: The Son of God partook of human nature, that 
he might deliver them, who throygh fear of death, were 
all their life time subject to @M.dage. To fear death is 
as matual as to prefer light to total darkness. Setting 
aside the frightful apprehensions that are excited by “the 
doctrines of inen and devils,” there is an almost universal 
aversion to the silence, darkness and nonentity of the 
grave. And, we are convinced that if the real truth 
could be developed, it would be seen, that in most cases, 
among men of all nations, there is an awful dread of 
death, aside from all considerations as to a future state. 
So powerful and irresistible is that apprehension, that 
when free from excrutiating pain, the saint and sinner, 
are in bondage through fear of dying. They will both 
shrink at the approach of danger, and fly to places safe- 
ty. ‘The pious Noah, who was ripe for heaven, was 
afraid of being drowned, and prepared ag ark to preserve 
life, though he knew he must shortly be gathered to the 
land of his fathers. Righteous Lot, through fear of 
death, fled from Sodom; and Hezekiah prayed that his 
life might be prolonged fifteen years. But to come toa 
point, it may be remarked that the Saviour of the would 
shrunk from the agonies of death, though through it he 
was to destroy the great destroyer. He said, “If it be 
possible, suffer this cup to pass.” Such is the language of 
human nature, 

It isthe work of Jesus, to deliver those finally, who 
are, all their life time, subject to this bondage. Sucia 
deliverance can only be realized, by a glorious resurrec- 
tion to life and immortality, beyou! ail sin, sorrow and 
death. And so it is written; “/} or the creature itself 
shall be delivered froin the bondage ofecoriujtionw, aud v

The great object of the 
apostle’s wish seems to have been, to be with Christ, to be 
where he was, The inquiry then must be, Where was 
Christ ’ Where did he go when he lett the world? To 
settle this point will decide where the apostle desired to 
go. To set about a formal proof, that Christ went to 
heaven, when he left the world, is pe:haps altogether su- 
perfluous, I shall however quote some of the texts relat- 
ing to this point. Appearing to one of his disciples after 
his resurrection, he says to her, * goto my brethren and 
say to them, I ascend unto my Father and to your Fath- 
er, and tomy God and to your God.” And to his disci- 
ples asthey “looked steadfastly toward heaven as he 
wentun,” it was declared by heavenly messengers, that 
* thissame Jesus who is taken up from you unto heaven, 
shall so come in like manner as ye have seen him go mmfo 
heaven.” In accordance with this, the evangelist Mark, 
in recording the same event, says, “ he was received up 
info heaven, and sat on the right hand of God.” Christ 
then, when he left this world, was received into heaven. 
And to heaven also Paul desired to go to be with Christ, 
and there he expected to go, when he left the body. 

Of Enoch, one of the earliest saints on earth, it is re- 
corded, that he “ walked with God and was not; forCod 
look him.” Took himwhere ? ‘The natural import of this 
language appears to be, that he took him to bimselt 5 and 
consequently he must have been taken to heaven. 

Of Elijah the prophet, we read, * and it came to pass as 
they (Elijah and Elisha) still went on and talked, that be 
hold there appeared a chariot of fire and horses of fire 
and parted them both asunder, and Elijah went up by a 
whirlwind info hearen.”

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says, * Ye took joyfully the spoiling of your goods, know- 
ing in yourselves that ye have im heaven,” not in Hades, 
“a better and anenduring substance.” 

In the following passage in the first epistle to the 
Thessalonians, and the last I shall quote, all the righ- 
teous, yea all that *“ sleep in Jesus,” are represented as 
coming with God at the resurrection, and of course com- 
ing with him from heaven. For if we believe that Je- 
sus died and rose again, even so them also who sleep in 
Jesus will God bring with him.” “ For the Lord bimself 
shall descend from heaven with a shout, with the voice of 
the archangel and with the trump of God; and the dead 
in Christ shall rise first.” 

Thus the scriptures decide in favor of the common 
Opinion, thatthe righteous at death go immediately to 
heaven. So full and explicit are they on this point, that 
one is ready to conclude that the opinion of the learned 
respecting Hades being the abode of the righteous, between 
death and the resurrection, must have been deiived froin 
some other source than the sacred scriptures. Indeed, I 
recollect of but one passage that has even the appearance 
of supporting this opinion ; and to this, I presume, so far 
as it rests on scripture for support, it owes its origin. The 
passage to which I allude, is the parable of Dives and 
Gazarus. { Remainder in our n-xt.]

TO “A UNIVERSALIST.” 

Sir—Had I not met with your reply, in the last Intelligen- 
cer, to my last remarks addressed to you, I should have be- 
come fully convinced that you were silenced. But, instead of 
being defeated in the argument, you come forward with as 
much confidence as the best of men ought to indulge in the 
best of causes; and you have succeeded iv removing the ob- 
jections which | offered to your system, far beyoud my ex- 
pectations; and L apprehend you have, better than mauy of 
the admirers of your doctrine expected you would. There are 
many things in your last remarks which are plausible and 
prepossessing ; and for tnat very reason I look upon them with 
the greater jealousy and suspicion. I am afraid of such smooth 
arguments. My Bible teaches me to believe that false teach 
ers * preach smooth things,” and thereby ensnare the souls of 
the unsuspecting. I mean to stand.on my watch tower early 
and late, and not be taken by surprise, nor charmed intoa 
fatal delusion. 

But to come to the subject of yourcommunication. The 
first thing to which I need reply is contained in your second 
division, and relates to what I called **the main subject of 
dispute between us ;”” viz. salvation, as the gift of God, not- 
withstanding every man is rewarded according to his works. 
Now you know that we, who believe in the final separation be- 
tween the righteous and the wicked, understand this subject 
differently from what you aud the Calvinists do. You and they 
believe, that the saved, be the number greater or smaller, are 
unconditionally chosen and predestinated in the purpose of 
God to eternal salvation, without any foresight of faith, good 
works, or any other conditions whatever, on their part. But 
we, On the other hand, as strenuousiy contend, that salvation 
is offered to the whole world, on the easy terms of faith and 
repentance. Thatall who believe the gospel, and comply | 
with its every command, will be finally saved, and all others | 
will be finally damned. So that your views and mine’are as | 

extremely different, as can well be conceived. When you can | 
prove, (in direct opposition to the Bible) that human works 
have nothing to do with the salvation of the immortal soul, I 
shall be constrained to give up my present views, and, I may 
add, the Bible also! ; 

That you said something about the passages which I quoted, 
(notasthe foundation, but) in supportof my doctrine, is net 
denied. ButI did not think that notice sutlicient, though f | 
have not heen able to find those texts, and have been assured, |

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whereas the unbelief and spiritual death of the Jews had been 
of long standing. 2dly. Why, according to your scheme, did 
Christ say, “ whither J go ye cannot come,” because * ye shall 
die in your sins,” if the distance between Him and thein was 
merely moral? How could that saying be true, on your 
ground, m relation to the 4postles and all Christians? If they 
were then quickened and made alive in Christ, they were al- 
ready with Him. But ‘Simon Peter saith unto Him, Lord, 
whither goest Thou? Jesus answered him, Whither [ go thou 
canst not follow me now; but thou shalt follow me after- 
wards.” John xiii. 36. Now, can that language be interpre- 
ted, according to your scheme? You will hardly pretend it. 

From the above, you discover, Sir, that | cannot agree with 
you, that to “ die in sins” is the same (in the text alluded te) 
asthe Apostle speaks of, when he says, * And you hath he 
quickened, who were dead in trespasses and sins.” The rea- 
son for dissenting from you is obvious, viz. the unbelieving 
Jews were then already dead in that respect, and those who 
had been quickened had then come to Christ, and were with 
Him, in every sense in which a resurrection from that death 
could effect that object. 

The observation, ** thatso gigncr (and a}l have sinned) ever 

died a natural death, destitute of sin,” is entitled to some at- 
tention. Thatall men are sinners by nature, and infinitely 
more so by practice, is readily admitted, and no one can 
merit heaven by his own works. After we have done all our 
duty, we are unproficable servants, and are not entitled to any 
thanks from our Lord. But my hope relies upon this fact, viz. 
that there are penitent and inpenitent sinners. Those who are 
humbie and penitent, and can say, ** God be merciful to me a 
sinner,” will find pardon; while the stubbornly impenitent, 
will be destroyed forever. The penitent, though their actual 
sins are numerous and aggravated, do not die tm thier sins; 
they die fo them, by throwing off that body of death, in which 
the soul has been imprisuned. St. Paul found a law in his 
meimnbers, that militated against the law of his mind; that 
when he would do good, evil was present with him. But the 
evil which he did \as not imputed to him, as to an impenitent 
opposer of God and his law. Hence the believer does not die 
a natural death in sin. When dead, he is freed from all ini- 
quity. 
Lastly; Adam and Eve did surely die, in one sense, in the 
dav of transgression, as God said they should; for * A day 
with the Lord is as a thousand years, and a thousand years 
as one day.” God did not say that they should die the death 
eternal for the first act of disobedience; for that is the punish- 
ment of a persevering course of rebellion and iniquity. So 
that the threatening of Jehovah will prove true, both as it res- 
pects the penitent and the incorrigible sinner. 1 had a few 
remaiks more to offer, but my limits forbid.

By the ministry of his chief apostles, they 
were disseminated through the mass of the people, and in 
the short space of four years from the opening of his mis- 
sien, produced that rank harvest of insurrection, plunder, 
ind civil war with which every one knows the reign of 
Richard Il. was disgraced. Itis true only the Chancelloi 
and Primate, the Lord Chief Justice, and the Lord 
Treasurer, among the ministers of state, were put to 
death by the mislead rioters, but it is clearly proved that 
their intention was to kill all others who sinned against 
Wickliffe’s fundamental doctrine concerning the unlaw- 
fulness of retaining temporal possessions. The main 
body of the rebels had for their chaplain a professed Lol- 
lard priest, who, in his well known sermon to them on 
Blackheath, preached up every crime which they either 
actually committed, or endeavored to commit. 











“In the first year of Henry V. Wickliffe’s disciples, y., 
content with claiming toleration for themselves, fixe ad. 
vertisements to the doors of the churches in London, a. 
they were ready toraise to the number of 100,000 inen 
against all those who did not relish their opinions, N.. 
was this a vain threat; for in the following year, i 
endeavored to raise a rebellion in St. Giles’s field, whic,

place their leader, the celebrated Sir John Oldcagy, 
(another “ witness”) had appointed for their place of 
rendezvous. Being prevented, however, by the activity 
of their warlike prince, several of them were taken pyisoy,. 
ers, and after conviction, executed as rebels; many of 
whose names, (Acton, Brown, Beverly, Silbeck, &>.) are 
inserted by Fox in his Book of Martyrs. Three years ar 
ter, Oldcastle himself, who had hitherto eluded the hang 
of justice, being apprehended, and examiued in Pariia. 
ment, where he rested his chief plea on the unlawfulnogg 
of capital punishments. Being condemned and byouch, 
to the place of execution, such was the delirium of jjs 
fanaticism, that he besought Sir Thomas Erpingham, 
there present, to exert himself in procuring protection fo; 
the Wickliffites, in case he himself should rise to life oy 
the third day after his execution. 

“ The communication between England and Bohemia 
in consequence of the marriage of Ricnard IL. with the 
princess of that kingdom, caused Wickliffe’s doctrines to 
be speedily wafted thither, They were principally sup. 
ported in the University of Prague by John Huss, ang 
were productive of still more fatal consequences, in that 
kingdom than they had occasioned in England. They 
first caused violent seditions, in which Huss himself too! 
an active part. They next excited a general insurrection 
of the populace ; and they ended in a dreadful fanatica 
revolution Which for many years defuged the plains of 
Bohemia with blood.

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CHARACTER Of MISS LUCY BARNS. 

Lucy Barns, the eldest daughter of Rev. Thomas 
Barns, (See No. 3, present volume) wag born in Jaffrey, 
(N.H.) A. D. 1780. During her infancy and youth, 
nothing distinguishing was discernable, excepting that in- 
nocent cheerfulness which was uniformly accompanied 
with gentleness, kindness and forbearance. It seemed to 
be her delight to make every one happy around her. She 
would interpose in all cases of puerile difficulty for the 
reconciliation of contending parties, where there was any 
prospect of success. And when her gentle efioits had 
succeeded in restoring peace and harmony, she would 
wear a smile of complacency and satisfaction, that was 
beautiful and heavenly. 

Considering that her opportunities for acquiring an ed- 
ucation were quite limited, Lucy made excellent. profi- 
ciency. Of this,no one can doubt. who has seen speci- 
mens of hercomposition. She not only delighted in :ead- 
ing and study, but the retentive faculties of her mind 
were such, that she retained no ordinary share of what 
she read. 

Though she appeared to take considerable interest in 
religious discourses and discussions in early life, yet Miss 
Barns never made any profession of particular sentine: 
of religion, till she was about nineteen or twenty y 
old. Her father removed to Poland, Maine, in the vear

She ati: nded 
their meetings as often as convenient, and gave ali their 
arguments, exhortations, and frantic exercises, a ca:eful 
consideration. The Bible was perused with special and 
prayerful solicitude. Every chapter and verse of the 
New Testament was examined with particular reference 
to the raging reformation, abovementioned. If that sin- 
ocular wok Was authorised by the scriptures, Lucy was 
perfectly ready to embrace the Methodist views, and try 
to imitate their examples. But the more she examined 
the bible, the more thorough was her conviction, that 
their doctrines, and many of their practices, were absurd 
‘ud unseriptural. She could not, therefore, unite herself 
with them. As soon as it was rumoured abroad that 
Lucy Barns had piofessed a belief in the doctrine of the 
final salvation of all meu, visiters were numerous, whose 
object was, to persuade oy drive her from that anchor of 
the soul, which is both sue and steadfast. But her ac- 
quaintance with the sctiptures, and a peculiar aptitude 
fo: logical reasoning, enabled herto meet their attacks 
With firmness and stece ' assailant, whe 
was capable of feeling the weigi 
ences, Was soon convinced 
sive warfare were 
herself of every favorabie Opp 
zeal and frenzy of hei onents, by furnishing thew 
with the deductions otf and scripture united. But 
a particular trait in the character of this a:miable young 
woman was, that she would endeavor to impress tix 
eternal principles of morality onthe minds of all, es- 
pecially of the youth. Both in conversation, and in 
short addresses in the form of written sermons, which 
were read by many; she strove to be useful. Such was 
her conversation, manner of handling religious subjects, 
and general deportment, that all her acquaintance pro- 
nounced her a real Christian, though she might err in 
faith, They were constrained to give their testimony in 
favor of an avowed, active, and confirmed Universalist. 
During the three last years of her life, Miss Barns 
wrote many letters, dissertations and pieces of poetry on 
religious subjects; some of which were collected and 
published in a small volume, soon after her death, by the 
urgent solicitation of her particular friends. The pam- 
phlet of 71 octavo pages, is entitled “ THe FEMALE 
CuRIsTIAN : Containing selections from the writings of 
Miss Lucy Barns.” Itmay be proper to give some brief 
extracts from the little book, that readers who have not 
perused it, may have a specimen of the style and compo- 
sition.
